An Ordinance to declare the institution known as the National Institute 

of Pharmaceutical Education and Research to be an institution of 
national importance and to provide for its incorporation and Mutters 
connected therewith . 


WHEREAS the National Institute of Pharmaceutical Babacation and Rollcorch Bill , 
1997 , to declare the Institute as an institution of national " Tumportanct , was pending in 
the House of People; 


AND WHEREAS the House of the People has been dissolved and the Council of 
Stales is not in session and the President is sausfled that circunstances cxist which 
teodar it necessary for him to take immediate action ; 


NOW , THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers confctrod by clausc (1 ) of article 123 
of thc Constitution , the Presidont is pleased to promulgate the following Ondimancc : -- 
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CHAPTER I 


PRELIMINARY

1. (1) This Ordinance may be called the Nadonal Institute of Pharmaceutical 
Education cod Rescarch Ordinancc , 1998 . 


(2) It shall come into force at once . 


2. Whereas the objects of the instlautian lown as the National Institute of 
Pharmaceutical Educadon and Research, Sootor- 67 , S .AS. Nager (Mobali ), District 
Ropar, Punjab are such as to make the institution one of national importance, it is 
hereby declared that the institution known as the National Institute of Pharmaceutical 
Educacion and Rescarch is an institution of national importanco .

Definitions. 


3 . In this Ordinanco , unless the context otherwiso requires, - 


(a ) " appointed day" means the date of ctablishment of the National Institute of 
Pharmaceutical Education and Rescurch under sub -section ( 1) of section 4 ; 


(b) " Board" means the Board of Governors of the ſostituto constituted under 
sub-soction (3 ) of section 4 ; 


(c ) " Chairperson " means the Chairperson of the Institute nominated under clausc

CHAPTER I 


THE INSTITUTE 


4 . (1 ) With ctfect from such dato as the Central Government may , by podfication 
in the Official Gazetto , appoint, the Nadonal Insttute of Pharmaceutical Education and 
Rosearch shall be constituted us a body corporate by the natac aforesaid .

( 2) Tbc Institulc shall have perpetual suocession and a common scal with power , 
subject to the provisions of this Ordinance , to esquiro , bold and dispose of property and 
to contract, and shall, by that parc, suc and be sued . 


(3) The Instituto shall consist of the Board of Governors baving the following 
persons , namely : -- 


(@ ) Chairperson , who shall be an eminent academician , scientist or technologist 
or professional, to be nominated by the Visitor, 


(b ) Director of the Institute , ex officio ; 


(c ) Joint Sccretary, in charge of pharmaceutical industrics in the concerned 
Ministry or Department of the Government of India , ex officio ; 


(d ) Secretary, Technical Education, Government of Punjab, Chandigut , ar 
officio; 


(e ) Financial Advisor of the Ministry or Department of the Government of India 
dealing with the pharmaccutical industries , ex officio ; 


ibc Drug Controller General of India , Ministry of Health and Family Welfart 
of the Goverozacat of lodia, ex officio ; 


(8 ) the Membor - Scartlary , All- India Council for Technical Education , ex officio ; 


(1 ) Director of any one of the nationel laboratories of the Council of Scicndfic 
and Industrial Research to be nominated by tbc Director General of Council of 
Scientific and lodustrial Research , New Delhi; 


(1) Director of cilber the All- lodia Institutc of Modical Sciences , New Delhi or 
the Post-Gradunic Instituto of Medical Education and Rescarch, Chandigarh , to be 
nominated by rotation by the Ministry of Health and Family Welfart of the 
Government of India ; 


( ) Presidon , Indian Drugs Manufacturers Association , ex officio ; 


(k ) President, Organisation of Pharmaocutical Producers of ladia , ex officio ; 


three cminent pharmaceutical experts, one of whom shall be an educationist, 
a lesearch scicntist and , bio- lcchnologis , to be nominated by the Central 
Govetinent; 


(m ) throc eminent public persons or social workers one of whom shall be cither 
from the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes to be nominatod by the Visitor 
out of a panci prepared by the Central Govatment; 


(1 ) two pharmaccudcal industrialisus to bo nominated by the Vizitor out of a 
panel prepared by the Central Government; 
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(o ) three Members of Parliament, two tom Lok Sabba to be nominated by the 
Speaker of Lok Sabba and ono from Rajya Sabba to bo nominatod by the Chairman 
of Rajya Sabha 


(4) Thc loro of offioc of the Chairperson and Governors other than er officio 
Governor shall be three years and they shall be coduled for auch allowances as may be 
detaminod by the Cantral Government 


(3) Tho tem of office of Govomor Dominatod to fill a casual VacaDcy shall continue 
for the remainder of the term of the Governor in whose placo hc bas been bominated . 


( ) The Bound shall moct at least three times in a year at such place and time and 
observe such rules of procedure in regard to the transaction of business at its tootings 
as may be determined by the Board

5. On and frota the appointed day, subject to tho other provisions of this Ordinance , 
all properties which bad vested in the Society , immediately before the commencement 
of this Ordinance , shall, on and from such commencetacal, vest in the Instituta . 


6. On and from the appointed day,

(a ) any reference to the Society in any contract or other instrument shall be 
docmod as a reference to the Lostitutc ; 


(b) all the rights and liabilides of the Society shall be transferred to, and be the

(c ) every person cmployed by the Society immcdiatcly before the appointed day 
shall hold office or service in the Institute by the samo tonute, at the said 
remuncration and upon thc samdc terms and condidons and with the same rights and 
privileges us to pension , leave , gratuity , provident fund and other matters as he 
would bavo hold the same if this Ordinance had not boca promulgated , and shall 
continue to be so unless and until his ctoployment is terminated or until such court , 
femuncration and torms and conditions are duly altered by the Stalulas: 


Provided that if the arctation so made is not acceptable to such employce , his 
cmployment may be terminated by the Insutute in accordance with the terms of the 
contract wich the employec or, if no provision is made therein in this bebalf , on 
payment to him by the Institute of compensation equivalent to three months 
rctauncration in the case of permanent ctnployec and one month s retouneration in the 
case of other cmployoc .

(W ) to conduct courses for teacbers , pharmaosutical tochnologies, community and 
hospital pharmacist and other professionals; 


(vii ) lo collect and maintain world Iteraturo on pharmaocutical and related 
sciences and tochnology sou to develop an information contro of its own bod for 
other institutions within the country and in the developing world ;

(vii ) to create a contral faculty of phartoscoutical instrumentation and analysis 
for use by the researchers within and outside the Instituto ; 


( ix) to have a centro to experiment and Innovato and to train tomobors and other 
workers in the art or scianco of pharmacoutical teaching ; 


(x ) to develop a world lovol centre for croation of now knowlodge and 
trusmission of existing information in partnaceutical arcas, with focus on national, 
cducational, professional and industrial commitments ; 


( xi) lo develop a muld -disciplinary approach in arrying out research and training 
of pharmaceutical manpower so that the larger interests of the profession , acadamia 
and pharmaceutical industry and better served and a pharmacoudcal work culture is 
cvolved which is io tunc with the changing world trends and patterns of 
pharmaceutical ducation and research ; 


(ul) to organiso national or international symposia , seminars and conferences 
in sclected arces of pharmaccutical education , from timc to time; 


(xiii ) to arrange course catering to the special nods of the doveloping countries ; 


(xiv ) to act as a gucleus for inter -action betweca academics and industry by 
encouraging exchange of scientists and other technical staff between this insolute 
and the industry and by undertaking sponsored and fundad sesearch as well as 
consultancy projects by the Instituto ; and 


( xv ) to pay duc attention to studies on the distribution and usage of drugs by 
uc rural masses, taking into account thc socio -vconomic spectrum in the country ,

8 . (1 ) Subject to the provisions of this Ordinance , the Board shall be responsible for 
the general superintendence, direcuon and control of tbc affairs of the Institute and shall 
axcrcisc all thc powers not otherwisc provided for by this Ordinancc, the Statutes and 
the Ordinances , and shall bave the power lo ecvicw the acts of the Senato . 


(2) Without prejudice lo thc provisions of sub-secdon (?), the Board sball

( 4) Notwithstanding anything containod in sub - sootion (2 ) of section 4, the Instituto 
shall not disponc of in my manner any immovable property without the prior approval 
of the Central Government.

(2 ) No bequest, donation or transfer of any property shall be accepted by the 
Insciante which is the opinion of the Board involves conditions or obligations opposed 
to the spirit and object of this soction .

11. ( 1) The President of India shall be the Visitor of the Institute . 


( 2 ) Tbc Visitor may appoint onc or more persona to revicw tbc work and progress 
of the Institutc and to hold inquiries into tho affairs theroof and to report thereon in 
such danner as tbc Visitor may direct. 


( 3) Upon receipt of any such report , the Visitor may take such action and issuo such 
directions as be considers necessary in respect of any of the matters dealt with in the 
report and the Losututc shall be bound to comply with such directions

12 . The following shall be the other authorities of the Institutc , damely: 


(a ) a Scrate ;

(e) such other members of the staff as may be laid down to the Statutes .

Subject to the provisions of this Ordboanot , the Statutes and the Ordinances , thc 
Sanatç of the Instlaute shall have the control and goneral tegulation , and be responsible 
for the maintenance , of standards of instruction , education and examination to the 
Instituto and shall cxcrcise such other powets and perform auch other duties as may be 
confared or imposed upon it by tho Statutos. 


15. ( 1) The Chairperson shall ordinarily preside at the mcetings of the Board and at 
the Convocation of the Institute.

duties as may be assigned to him by this Ordinance or the Statutes or thc Diroctor.

(1 ) The Registrar of the Institutc shall be appointed on such terms and 
conditions as may be laid down by the Statutes and shall be the custodian of records, 
the common scal, the funds of the Instituto und such other property of the Institute as 
the Board sball commit to his charge.

(u ) the amount received shall be kept by the Instituto separately from the Fund 
of the Institutc and utilisod only for the purpose of the schetc;

( 2) Every Statute or Ordinance made under this Ordinance shall be laid , as soon as 
may be after it is made , before cach House of Parliament, while it is in session , for a 
total period of thirty days which may be comprised in ono sodsion or in two or more 
SUCCCDive sessions , and if, before the expiry of the season immediatoly following the 
session or the nicoessivc sessions aforesaid , both House agrco in making any 
modification in the Statuto or Ondinanco or both Housca ugroc that the Statutc or 
Ordinance should not be made, the Statutc or Ordinance sbal therrafler bavc cffect only 
in such qodified for or be of no cffect, e the case may be ; so , however , that any 
such modification or anoulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything 
previously donc under thui Statuto or Ordinance . 


( 3) The power to make Statutes or Ordinance sball laclude the power to give 
relrospective cffect from a date dot carlier that the date of commencetacat of this 
Ordinance to the Statutes or Ordinances or any of them and no retrospective cffect shall 
be given to any Statuto or Ordinance so as to prejudicially affect the interests of any 
person to whom such Statute or Ordinance may be applicable .
